W ithin th irty m inutes he 
had waived a prelim inary hearing, 
was sentenced to life im prisonm ent 
by Judge Anthony Donovan and w as 
speeding under heavy guard tow ard 
the state penitentiary at W aupun, 
80 miles distant. 
Taken back to prison after being 
form ally charged w ith 
th e 
crime, 
Johnson's disordered m ind gave way. 
He begged prison officials to save 
him from an im aginary mob how ling 
for his life’s blood outside the prison. 
He then begged to confess. 
D reads Mob’s V engeance 
“ I w ant law yers,” he said, “ th en 
I w ant to confess to a ju d g e and g et 
aw ay before th a t mob gets m e." 
H e interjected his story with parts 
of th e crim e he could n o t rem em ber. 
He says he was intoxicated and could 
not recall. 
The child's body w*as found float­ 
ing In L ake Monona four days a fte r 
she m ysteriously disappeared from 
her bed in the dead of night. 
T here was evidence of crim inal as­ 
sau lt and b ru tal m urder. The popu­ 
lace, roused to a frenzy by th e te rri­ 
ble crime, would have needed b u t a 
leader to have stru n g up th e pris­ 
oner had his confession become gen­ 
erally known, before th e speedy ac­ 
tion allowed by W isconsin's laws in 
such cases.

Devilish Im pulse 
On th e night of the kidnaping and 
m u rd er Johnson said th a t he w ent 
to bed d runk, having spent th e day 
d rinking whisky and beer in larg e 
quantities. He could not sleep, he 
said, and finally got up and p u t on 
his clothes. He w ent out to see if he 
could find a saloon open to get m ore 
to drink, b u t while passing the L em ­ 
berger house he th o u g h t of having 
seen Annie L em berger sleeping near 
a window’, and some devilish im pulse 
urged him to steal her. 
He stepped over to the window, 
quietly unfastened and raised it, and 
then lifted the child from h er couch 
w ithout putting his foot inside th e 
room. He said th a t w hen he lifted 
her out she stirred uneasily and was 
aw akening.

SPRING LAKE, N. J., Sept. 14.— 
In a fierce arraignment of the “au­ 
tocratic and unreasonable’’ action of 
Justice Walter H. Sanborn of the 
eighth United States circuit court, 
Governor Aldrich of Nebraska today 
pointed out to the house of gover­ 
nors circumstances which he said ex­ 
plained the clamor for the recall of 
judges. 
Aldrich spoke on the regulation 
intra-state railroad rates and based 
his attack on Sanborn upon the re­ 
peated 
decisions of that judge 
in 
such cases. Commencing with a brief 
history of the Nebraska railroad com­ 
mission and the statement that, in 
the four years cf its existence not 
one complaint had been made against 
its rulings, either by a shipper or by 
the roads themselves, the governor 
said: 
“ If the learned justice had had the 
same experience 
with the railway 
commission that the people have had 
with certain courts, 
in 
nullifying 
state government, he might 
have 
been W’arranted in assuming the po­ 
sition that he did in enjoining the 
state officers from the enforcement 
of the law regarding the state rail­ 
way rommission. 
Preci?dent Against Position 
“ History, fact and precedent are 
against 
his 
position. 
There is no 
case anywhere to he found that up­ 
holds hts dissent in the opinions of 
the other two judges and such a po­ 
sition as he took in that case may 
w'ell be regarded as the source and 
origin for the clamor for the recall 
of judges. 
“When cdurt decisions disturb and 
even override our entire scheme of 
government it is time to call a halt 
and cast about ourselves for a rem­ 
edy to check a condition that may In 
the near future develop Into a gall­ 
ing tyranny if allowed to go 
un­ 
challenged. 
“If this Indefensible position of 
Justice Sanborn in the Nebraska case 
w’ere the only one he had taken in 
his class of litigation, w’e might pass 
it by with all charity and say it was 
simply a mistake, simply an inex- 
pllclhle error of judgment. But when 
this gentleman renders a decision 
along the same lines in each and ev­ 
ery case, we are justified in saying 
that he believes 
in 
nullifying, by 
court decisions, the sovereign pow’er 
of each of these states. 
DemandH liberty 
“ I do not know w'hat other states 
might do; I do not know' what other 
states may think, hut I can speak 
for my ow’n state and say that she 
demands the right and the privilege 
to be allowed to do the things which 
her sovereignty, 
her 
independence 
and her liMrty says she may do. 
“She will respect courts and court 
decisions. But as a condition prece­ 
dent to all this she demands that 
court opinions 
stay 
well 
within 
marked lines and respect the sover­ 
eign pow’er of those states in'the reg­ 
ulation and control of their 
ow'n 
purely internal commerce. 
“At all times it asks these courts 
to do homage to the scheme of rep­ 
resentative government and let the 
courts remember that tyranny cloth­ 
ed in the garb of judicial ermine has 
features as hideous as though In the 
hands of a czar.” 
Hadley Talks Rat.es 
Following a statement that the 
state regulation of intra-state com­ 
merce was “one of the most Import­ 
ant, if not the most important ques­ 
tion with w'hich the supreme court of 
the United States has had to deal in 
recent years,” Governor Hadley of 
Missouri today strongly 
advocated 
giving each state the right to make 
rules governing railroad rates with- j 
in its border. 
“If the right of regulation of the 
rates of transportation in intra-state 
commerce shall be denied the several 
states,” said the governor, 
“then 
there w’ill be enjoyed by the rail­ 
road companies the right to fix intra­ 
state rates 
of 
transportation free 
from any supervision or regulation. 
“Railroad rates in this country are 
fixed more often upon the value than i 
upon the cost of the service render­ 
ed.”

When Amos Rusie started to pitch 
for the New Y’ork team, the distance 
between mound and home was fifty 
feet. 
After he’d 
been pitching a 
while, they lengthened the line. It 
was too easy for Amos. He had more 
curves than an Archie Gunn poster 
girl and he was twice as fast. 
Amos won the reputation of be­ 
ing the speediest curve man th at ev­ 
er whipped over a curve. They did­ 
n ’t die out when the break came, 
but just kept on going. No doubt 
some of them are spinning yet. How­ 
ever this may be, Amos was the 
dealer in diamond lighting, and ev­ 
erybody knew it, and very few want­ 
ed any of his game, except the fans 
who fanned for New Y’ork and these 
wanted Rusie made president of the 
lea g u e or the United States or some­ 
thing. And so the strong lad went on 
his trium phant way until one day In 
a game against Chicago he ripped 
over a snappy jolt to first to try to 
catch Bill Lange napping, but in­ 
stead he did something to his arm 
that put it out of business, and he’3 
in Vincennes, Ind , now, and doing 
all his baseball in retrospect. 
While he lasted he was a wonder.

and Amos yielded and joined, out 
with the professionals, a fte r he had 
gone against W ashington in an ex­ 
hibition game, and cleaned up— 7 
to 3; and this at the tender age of 
seventeen years, no months. When 
he got down to practice with. 
the 
Brush boys, he was so wild, 
they 
thought of putting him in a cage 
and labelling it “ Caught in Borneo,*’ 
but instead, they just 
farmed him 
out to Burlington and tried to for­ 
get him. Amos wouldn’ let them . He 
went into seven games and won six, 
losing the other by the tig h t score 


of I to 0. Then Brush burned up* 
the wires, and Rusie came back to 
fast folks. 
His first big job came against New* 
York, and he whipped Tint Keefe to 
the tune of 4 to 2, and th is gave 
him confidence and put the same in­ 
to his management. A fter a while* 
he was in the topside town itself* 
pitching for the team he had trounc­ 
ed at the outset, and pitching to* 
such purpose th a t New York finish­ 
ed second to Baltimore and when, 
these two went in to the Tem ple Cupi 
series. New York rom ped away with 
four straight, a n d m uch of i t w as 
Rusie. 
About this time* th ey got th e ha­ 
bit of issuing 
Rusie ex tra s 
a n d 
calling cigars after him,, and some­ 
body th at had the cash and the yen. 
for the services of a champion* set; 
in an offer of $20,000 in real m oney 
for Amos Rusie. 
Andy F reed m an 
laughed in the face of the offer* and. 
said $50,000, 
wouldn’t 
part him. 
from his pet. He w asn’t parted* 
Rusie has long; been o u t o f 
thej 
race, and of course th e re are thosej 
to say h e w ouldn’t figure as good.
